This show will be the largest ever in New Zealand and Australia covering over 4 acres 
with some 25,000 sq. ft. under canvas including twenty-four Floral Bays staged by 
the Garden Clubs and Horticultural Societies in Canterbury sponsored by or affiliated 
to the Canterbury Horticultural Society. In addition there are landscapes by the Can- 
terbury Agricultural College of Lincoln, the Lily and Rose Societies and an attrac- 
tively arranged rock garden by Wilson’s Hardy Plant Nursery. 

Among the other attractions are a complete pre-fabricated house with landscaped 
garden, entered by the Christchurch Beautifying Association and displays by the New 
Zealand Forest Service, Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, Horticultural 
Division of the Agricultural Department and the North Canterbury Hospital Board. 
There are also numerous trade exhibits covering horticultural implements, garden orna- 
ments and accessories. 


This show will also incorporate the Society’s annual Dahlia Show as well as competi- 
tive classes for cut flowers and decorative work done by some of the leading decorative 
people in Canterbury.

On the opposite page is the plan of the lay-out of the ‘Big 
Show’ and floral exhibition in Hagley Park, the biggest floral 
exhibition that Christchurch has ever seen, and something 
much more ambitious and elaborate than any other centre 
in the Dominion has ever thought of attempting. 

The big triangle of the park bounded, as you enter from 

Armagh Street, by the river on your left, Lake Victoria in 
the background and the main path on your right will be 
converted into a horticultural fairyland of a quality and 
scope never before seen in New Zealand. 
There will be about 25,000 sq. ft. of space provided under 
canvas, and every foot of open space around and between 
the tents will be made use of. There will be real gardens. 
provided by the Canterbury Rose Society, the Lily Society. 
Lincoln College and the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. 

The garden clubs’ tent alone will measure 181 feet by 
37 feet, and every garden club in Christchurch will con- 


tribute to the magnificent display that will be made.

In 1950 during the Christchurch Centennial celebrations Christchurch citizens wit- 
nessed a magnificent floral procession—at the conclusion of which many people 
expressed the thought that such a floral procession should be an annual event in 
this, the ‘Garden City’ of New Zealand. The challenge was taken up by the Canter- 
bury Junior Chamber of Commerce in 1957. The outcome was the organisation 
of a floral procession in miniature. 
The first of this type of floral procession was presented to the public at Christ- 
church in February 1958 and in all 46 floats were displayed. The largest number of 
entries coming from the schools in Christchurch along with floats from Sports 
Groups, Clubs, associations, retail and manufacturing organisations. Although 
weather conditions were unfavourable the procession nevertheless received a tremen- 
dous amount of public interest. It was estimated that approximately 20,000 people 
viewed the floats during the procession or whilst they were displayed in Hagley 
Park during that day. 
At this stage with arrangements for the 1959 Procession well in hand entries are still 
coming in and the Procession this year will be of greater interest as the groups con- 
structing floats will have gained from last year’s experience.
